to be intimated to Sir Rutherford Aleock, the
British Envoy at Pekin, that they cannot receive
the Duke of Edinburgh on *a footing of equali-
tyv.” Here is a |]iretlv difficulty, ill(lt‘:mi, for
diplomney to settle. How shall the seruples
of the Imperial family of China be overcome,
or what to be done to avenge the in-
sult to our Prinee? It Is clear that
we cannot deal with the Emperor Tung-Chih
quite as freely as we might with his Majesty,
Matutaera or Methusalem, King of the Maories,
| who raised precisely the same point of etiguette
in regard to the Duke of Edinburgh.

We could not
well go to war with Ching, a¢ we nearly did
when the ko-tow wns demanded of Lord Ame-
herst, because the Chinese Princes will not meet
our Prince., We arg bound to mnke =ome allow-
ance for the sugceptibilities of a house which in-
cludes the sun, and, we believe, some of the
more important of the constellations in its gene-
alogical Lree.
ut i we concede this point to the imperial
amily of Ching, i s lmpossible that on our part
we can admit them to & “looting of equality™ in
frespect to the other rights and privileges of
elvitized pations.  Either China is or 18 not one

His Farmnl Reception by the People of 1inli-
fiux—The Address of Weolcome und his Roynl

Hikhness' Response,

Havirax, N, 8, Aug. 3. —Prince Arthur was
formally received nnd welcomed by the eltizens
of Hulifax to-day. A féw minutes before noon
he left the Government House, proceeded to the
Queen's wharf, entered the Admiral’s barge in
walting, and was rowed then to the Dockyard.
Off the Dockyard Iny the line-of-battle ships
Bevenge (which brought over the new Admiral,
Wallesley) and the frigate Royal Alfred, to
which the Admiral's flag has boen transferred.

Ballors manned the yards of both the men-ef-
war, which were also garnltured magnificently
with flags and bunting. A salute was fired os
the Prince embarked: off eame the sallors’ hats,
and out rang thelr cheers, Landing ot the Dock-
yard, Prince Arthur, asconding a flight of car-
peted stops, #ed under an arch of evergroeen,
trom which depended o wreath of flowers, and
poused n moment, bowing in response to the
Iilt'l_‘ll'r-ll[ the concourse, on a memorinl stone
benring the Inseription, ' Here the Prince of Wiles
Innded, July 80, 1860." Thenece he advanced,
atiended by the Governor-General of the Do-
minlon, to & rised platform, where stood the
Liemtenant-Governor and the Mayor of Hallfax,
Admiral Mundy, Admiral Wellesley, the French
i_ulllli!.-tl and offlcers, the ;lrc-hhiv‘l;n]'. the chicl
ustice and members of the Governmment and
arislature, the high sherlff and custos of the
country, and other dignitarics, He was dressod
in eitlzens’ clothes, and stood hat in hand while
the Mayor delivered a brief greeting, and the

with exceeding grace, and rode, accompanied
by the Governor-General, on horseback, and
attended bya military guard of honor, out of the
Dockyard, and through the city, Au lmposing
procession on horseback and on foot followed
him, and the streets along the route to the Goy-
ernment House were lined by the thousands of
chtizens, military organizations, firemen, and clvie
pocieties whose members cloged In on the rearof
the procession as It passod along. Innumerable
flage canopied the way, Wreaths of evergreens
und flowers and inscriptions of weleome de-
pended ot Intervals. A salute boomed from the
caunon ot the foot of Citadel Hill, and us the
Prinee drew near St. Paul's Church the bells
wuled n welcome, a signal to all the bells
in the city. The echool children sang near
the church the national anthem, which
young Arthur and his escert paused to hear,
iving the little ones great joy thereby. The
Masons received the Prince pleturesquely with
dipped banpers in memory of the fact
that his Royal Highness was the grandson of the
man who laid the corner-stone of the Hallfax
Masonle Hall. The whole welcome was very
brilliant, and delighted the Prince, as he was
plensed to assure the .\qu'urlhlﬁ afternoon, To-
night the eity is lluminated. A big open-air
concert s advertised o come off to-morrow
pight In the Prinee's honor, and it is contems-
plated to give for him a grand ball, banguoet,
eto. Before he quits Halifax his Royal Highness
intends goon 10 20 on 4 moose hant, which will
distinguish his visit to Nova Scotia by one noy-
elty at least.

A Milllonnire Pauper.

The Paddington (London) Poor Law Guar-
dians have Leen investigating the ense of Mr.
Wouod, the millionaire who was brouglit to the
workhouse by the fnllure of Ovorend, Garney
& Co. He was originally a Manchester mani-
fucturer, and, after acenmulating o lawrge for-
tune, retired into private e,  DissatisBed with
the monaotony of retirement, e went to Lon-
don. Here he beeame a prominent director ol
the Maryiehone Bank, aud when that affair col-
lnpeed, he was served with o writ for £150,000,
andjthus beeame beggared. e then went to
the Southern States of America, where he aguin
succceded in ncquiring o large fortune, every
penny of which he lost durlng the American
civil war, Returning to London, sueeess ngain
followed his efforts, but his spirit of enterprise
died ont with his lust failure, which was cansed
by the stoppage of Messrs. Overend, Guruney &
Co't convern,  There is no doubt of the acca-
riucy of this narrative.

President Grant’s Travels.

The Chicago Tritiune says:—

When Grant's presence was needed during the
eight long years of the war, and of the perils of
reconstructions, was he ever absent frowm his
post?  Did be ever seck the enpital for promo-
tion, or come to it at all from the time he en-
tered the army as Regimental Staff Quarter-
master untl) e wns enlled there as General-in-
Chief of all our armies? Did hls stars or staff
then figuee ot the watering-places?  Never, The
clements of his soceess were then military, He
moved freely among all his officers and men
from Sherman, McPherson, and Sheridan down
to surgeons, quartermasters and privates, He
studled the ]irullh'll! in all it8 parts and made vo
mistakes, His problem now isa tinancial, In-
dustrinl, and political one.  He i8 moving among
men of business, of Industry, and who, through
these resources, have earned their summer
months for leisure. He sees o very great num-
ber of them,  And, if he learns nothing e¢lse, he
at least learns them. e does well and wisoly,
Before we find fault with it, let us see what evil
comes from it.

A Bankrapt Stnte Prison.

The Ilinois penitentiary is baukrupt. Accord-
ing to the best information it is possible to ob-
tain in regard to the condition of that singularly-
managed institution, its labilities at the present
time exceed its total nseets by at least $12,000.
The establishment Is io debt over £1680,000, and
iz adding to the indebtedness every day.

There are upward of 1200 convicts in the
prison. The warden is gaid to “‘consider’” that a
convict’s labor is worth at lenst one dollur a
day, It is 0 very low estimute, when the wages
pald for the commonest labor, requiring no skiil
or experience, are at least two dollars a day.
Many of the conviets are mechanics whose
lubor, out of the penitentinry, would readily
command frem two Lo four or five dollars a day.
But ruppose the average labor of 1200 convicls
i worth no more thau a dollar o day for each:
the establishment then should be In the rec elpt
of #1200 a day, or 31,200 w month (of twenty-
six daye), or 874,400 a your. The exXpenses of
the establishment, under the administration of
the present warden, are sald to be 824,000 o
month, which I8 about one-third more
than the expenses under the previons warden,
Mr. Dornblaser, and gomething more than dou-
ble the expenses, lor about the same number of
conviets, when Mr. Buckmaster woas the man-
nger.  But even with the unnecessary expendi-
wre of 2,000 o month, the establishment,
aecording to the warden's own estimate of the
value of convict lubor, onght to be reallzing a
net profit of 27200 o month, or §306,400 4 vear,
Instiead of that, It is running up a debt, for the
taxpoyers of the Stale to pay, of something
over a quarter of a million _liu“u:‘n a vear, In-
gdeed, one of those amizing finunclors, the
cmanaging comndssioners,” thinks It will re-
quire #500,000 n year Lo earry on the establis)-
ment upon the present system.—Chicago Dines.

thelr purchages the market showed & tendency to
setftle.
